HOW POSTAflfrSTAlfPS AEE MADE" 


The number of ordinary postage stamps 


issued in 1881 was 954,128,440, and value 
$24,040,643. The method of printing 
postage stamps is as follows: 
The print- 


ing is done from steel plates, on which 
two hundred stamps are engraved, and 
the paper used is of a peculiar texture, 
somewhat resembling that employed for 
bank notes. Two men cover the plates 
with the colored inks and pass them to a 
man and a girl, who print them with large 
rolling hand presses. Three of these lit- 
tle squads are employed all the time, al- 
though ten presses can be put in opera- 
ion, if necessary. 
The color sused in the 


nks are ultramarine blue, Prussian blue, 
chrome yellow and Prussian bluer (green) 
vermillion, and carmine. After the sheets 
of paper on which the two hundred stamps 
are engraved have been dried, they are 
sent into another room and gummed. The 
gum used is made of the powder of dried 
potatoes and other vegetables mixed with 
water. 
Gum arabic is not desirable, be- 


cause it cracks the paper badly. 
The 


sheets are gummed separately, they are 
placed back upward upon a flat wooden 
support, the edges being protected by a 
metallic frame, and the gum is applied 
with a wide brush. After having been 
again dried, this time' on little racks, 
which are fanned by steam power for 
about an hour, they are put in between 
sheets of pasteboard, and pressed between 
hydraulic presses, capable of applying a 
weigh of two thousand tons. The sheets 
are next cut iu halves; each sheet, of 
course, when cut, contains a hundred 
stamps. This is done by a girl with a 
large pair of shears, cutting by hand be- 
ing preferred to that of machinery, which

The marshes between Detroit and Lake 


St. Clair are the resort of millions of 
frogs; and it is asserted that more frogs 
are sold in Detroit than in any other city 
of its size.

ring on the upper cylinder has a series of 
cylindrical projections which fit corres- 
ponding depressions in the bands of the 
lower cylinder ; by these the perforations 
are punched out, and by a simple contri- 
vance the sheet is detached from the cyl- 
inders in which it has been conducted by 
an endless band. The rows running lon- 
gitudinally of the paper are first made, 
and then by a similiar machine the trans- 
verse ones. Tliis perforating machine 
was invented and patented by a Mr. Ar- 
thur, in 1852, and was purchased by the 
government for $20,000. The sheets are 
next dressed once more, and then packed 
and labled and stowed away in another 
room, preparatory to being put up in 
mail bags for dispatching to fulfill orders. 
If a single stamp is torn, or in any may 
mutilated, the whole sheet of one hundred 
is burned.

burned every week from this cause. 
The 


sheets are counted no less than eleven 
times during the process of manufactur- 
ing, and so great is the care taken in 
counting, that not a single sheet has been 
lost during the past twenty years.

KLECTUIC LIGHT IN A PULLMAN CAR. 


The Brighton Railroad Company, which 
of late years has been a pioneer of im- 
provement on the iron road, recently ran 
a special train from Victoria to Brighton 
and back, with a saloon carriage lighted 
by stored electricity. The event, note- 
worthy in itself, may come to possess a 
historical interest, since there is no doubt 
that it was the first time, cither in the 
old world and the new, that accumulated 
electrical energy had been so employed; 
while t;lie complete success which attend- 
ed the experiment must unquestionably 
mark a new departure in railway manage- 
ment. 
It was only a few months since 


M. Faiire sent to Sir William Thomson his 
little box of lead plates coated with red 
oxide and fully charged with electricity. 
The great British physicist saw at once 
its capabilities, and now every day seems 
to be bringing to light some new applica- 
tion of this the simplest of all apparatus 
ever designed by genius.

Among the many improvements on 


Market street, few are so conspicuous as 
the high, wide and handsome building nn 
the northwest corner of Eighth, occupied 
as the dry goods house of Strawbridge & 
Clothier. 


The present large structure has been 


added to at successive periods, being 
originally a small store on the northwest 
corner of the streets named, fronting 
23 feet on Mirket street, and running 
back f>0 feut. 
At that time it was occu- 


pied as a retail diy goods stoic by Justus 


Strawbridge, the business having been 


stablished in Ib02. Only one floor was 
s,ed by Mr. Strawbridge. In 18G3 the 
rm of Strawbridge & Clothier was es- 
iblished, by the admission of Mr. Isaac 
I. Clothier to partnership. That year 
n adjoining store on Market street and 
small store on Eighth street were rented, 
;iving the firm a frontage of 40 feet 
'n Market street by a depth of C7 feet on 
Sighth street. In 1874 the business of 
he firm had so increased that a further 
nlargcment was necessary and two stores 
n Eighth street were secured, affording 
,n entire depth of 100 feet 
Up to this 


hue the firm had rented the properties 
iccupied by them. 
In 1874 they pur- 


;hased the buildings then occupied by 
hem, and a few years later bought the 
hree stores adjoining their property on 
he west, with Market street front. 
The 


icwly acquired buildings were torn down, 
,nd on their site was erected one large 
luilding, so constructed and arranged as 
o form part of, and correspond in stylo 
vith the building proper. 
In 1880 a still 


urther enlargement was found to be 
necessary, and Messrs. Straw 


lothier secured by purchase e 
louses facing on what was known as Fil- 
icrt avenue—a narrow court running 200 
eet south from Filbert street. The work 
f demolishing the row of small houses 
ind erecting a new building was imme- 
diately begun, and when the new struc- 
ure was finished the_firm had one con- 
inuous lino or surface of floor extending 
ill the way from Market street to Filbert 
itreet. 
In the spring of the present 


year the two properties, one the southwest 
corner of Eighth and Filbert streets and 
,he other adjoining on the south, were 
jurchased. The stores and building that 
stood upon those lots were new, but dif- 
ercd in general appearance and style 
rom the Strawbridge & Clothier new 
juilding. They were therefore torn down 
and one building erected corresponding 
n finish and design to the general work- 
nanship on the older buildings of the 
irm. 


As nearly completed, the building is 


iandsome,capacious,and in every way wel 
adapted to the wants of a large mercan- 
tile house. The first story on Market 
street is of iron front, and the otfier stor- 
ies of Pictou stone. The Eighth street 
fionts and the Filbert street rear are 
faced with pressed brick, with ornamenta 
tiimmings of brick and stone cappings 
and cornices. 
The first floor of the main 


or front building, as well as the long, nar- 
row department running back to Filber 
street, and the new store not yet com- 
pleted, on the corner, are all given up 
exclusively to the extensive retail busi 
ness of the firm. Heavy, dark wooc 
counters run along the walls, and raugec 
about the centre of the floor seem to di 
vide the large store into a number o 
smaller establishments. The place is fittei 
up with all the modern conveniences, aw 
is finished in hard wood. Near the west 
crnmost door on Market street is a capa 
cious elevator finished in walnut. It run 
from the basement to the top floor. Th 
second story, like the first, has tho ful 
depth of the improved building. 
Th 


front part is used as the salesroom, wher 
ladies' cloaks, coats, dresses and genera 
garments are sold. To afford light t 
the ground floor, an opening is had in th 
floor of the second story, which gives 
the appearance of a gallery to the lowe 
salesroom. In the rear is a ladies' wait 
ing room, the tables furnished with news 
papers, periodicals, &c. Further bac 
are the fitting and dressmaking depart 
nients. Between the second and thir 
floors, in the rear of the main building,! 
a sort of semi-story, which is occupied a 
the -Vuditing Department and for officers 
The entire third floor in the main builc 
ing is used as the salesroom lor the whole 
sale business. The fourth floor is occi 
pied as a iecei\ing and storage roon 
where the slock is first brought by 
freight elevator when admitted to th 
house. Here it is examined and arrangec 
On tliis floor is also a mail order depart 
mcnt, w here about forty young men ar 
engaged in attending to the business cor 
respondcnce and shipments of tho house 
A fashion paper is published here for cir 
til ition among the pitrons of the firn 
On this floor, as indeed throughout th 
house, nay be seen standing at interva 
along the floor a string of buckets fille 
w ith water. Above, on the wall, is a car 
notifying the obsener where the diffei 
cut apparatus that might be used in cas 
of fire is kept. 


On the fifth, or top floor, are large par 


titioned rooms used for different brauche 
of the trade. 
One of the chief Industrie 


to be noticed here is shirt making, a 
which are employed a large number 
girls. 
They use se.ving machines, wine 


are run by steam. On this floor also ai 
several lunch rooms, whore the hands tak 
their meals during working hours. In a 
of these different departments some ne 
modern appliance has been recently in 
troduced, and conduces to the comfor 
of the employees or the better working 
of the big building. 


The long area of store standing on th 


site of old Filbert avenue is but two stoi 
ies in height. The new property at tl 
end is four stories in height, and of th 
same general design as the buildingprope 
On the first and second floors are sales- 
rooms. The third and fourth floors ar 
occupied as sewing rooms. 
Here a larg 


force of young women are at work 
rooms which have probably no superior i 
the country for brightness, ventilatio 
and general comfort. Lunch rooms fo 
the girls are also placed on these floors 
An elevator in the Filbert street exten 
sion, just completed, runs to the top 
the new building. 


The entire property is admirably lighte 


and ventilated. 
On the lower floors 


large skylight affords ample light, an 
inclined artists' windows make the ilium 
ination almost perfect. 


All through the building there is ovi 


dence that the most careful study ha 
been given to every detail oj" arrange 
ment for the health and comfort of em 
ployees and the convenience of custom 
crs, as well as the satisfactory-trausactio 
of the the great business of the house.— 
Public Ledger of Nov. 1st.

He owned a farm in 
the suburbs of Cleveland through which a 
railroad passed; the care ran over and 
killed some of his sheep, and to avenge 
this injury Brooks obstructed the track, 
threw off a train, and killed five persons. 
He was indicted for murder by the Grand 
Jury of Cuyahoga County, tried in the 
courts of that county, and sentenced to 
the penitentiary for life. 
At the time 


of his conviction he was a wealthy roan, 
and the property he then owned has be- 
come extremely valuable, having since 
become a part of the t/ity of Cleveland.

of these there it- a church and school, but 
though the villages look fairly neat, on 
closer inspection the Mennonites do not 
give a great impression of cleanliness, 
and, 
however pious they may be, do not 


carry out the noxt maxim to godliness. 
The floors of tin houses arc of u compos- 
ite material, and the same roof covers the 
horses, the chickens, and tlie rest of the 
family. 
The houses arc mostly thatched 


with prairie grass, and consequently are 
very inflammable. 
One village was pass- 


ed which had been recently burned down, 
and was consequently deserted. For fuel 
the Mennonites dry the manure and cut

As a 
race they are thrifty and industrious, but 
their neighbors say that the women do 
most of the work.

TIIK I>AN( !so QUESTION.—The decis- 


ion of the Presbyterian Synod of Erie, 
Penn., in the case of Heber Donaldson, 
who was expelled from the church for 
dancing, was the subject of some remarks 
recently by tin: Kev. Dr. llcrrick John- 
son, of Chicago, who was inclined to disa- 
gree with the majority of the Synod. The 
Synod, it will he remembered, refused to 
ente.'tain the appeal, and a third appeal, 
was taken to the General Assembly. Dr. 
Johnson thought that there must be some 
mistake about the decision. 'It cannot 
be possible,' bo said, 'that the Synod or 
Presbytery can have disciplined any man 
simply for indulgence in a cotillion. 
It 


certainly cann.it be made a condition of 
church membership, and such a provis- 
ion is not in the hounds of our Church, 
so far as I know anywhere. If it is in any 
individual casr.and if such a rule is made 
in any individual case, it is without the 
authority of tb" Church. Dancing is not 
a matter of discipline, and in my judg- 
ment it ought not to be. It is one of that 
class of indulgences that comes under the 
law of'things indifferent.' 
It is one 01 


those »hings which is not right or wrong 
in itjelf, but only the one or the other in 
connection with 
surrounding 
circum- 


stances. 
Therefore, it is a thing which 


must be left for settlement, as to its 
moral bearings, to the individual con- 
science. That is the position of our 
Chureh on this subject. 
The great law of 


our Church in reference to church mein- 
berrhip is this, namely, that there are no 
conditions of church membership whicl 
are not likewise conditions essential tt 
salvation.' The Rev. Dr. Thomas, of tlit 
same city, who wns recently tried for 
heresy, touched upon this topic in his 
sermon tast Sunday. 
In the course 01 


his remarks he said : 'The teachings oi 
the Old Testament and the New through- 
out, in their letter and spirit, condenit 
the principle that is is right or profitable 
for any Christ'un to go to prayer-meet- 
ing one evening and to a dancing part) 
the next.' Further on he gave three rea- 
sons why, in his opinion, dancing wa 
wrong. 
They were.: (1) 'the too fret 


mingling of the sexes ;' ( 
-2) 'the practice 


is directly opposed to the influence which 
every Christian is expected to exert;' and 
(8) 'a desire on the part of a Christian for 
the dance as a .source of enjoyment argues 
a state of spirituality that needs lookin" 
after.'

the Mcnnonites h ivc more land than they 
can cultivate, :md that the remainder 
should be disposed of for actual settle- 
ment. The conditions under which tho 
land was given to them have not been 
carried out, though extra time has been 
granted.
